The Grant of Indulgences made 


by his Holyneſs to thoſe of the Con- 


gregation only implies in general 
Terms that many pious Works are 
to be perform'd in the Congregation, 
but ſpecifies none in particular; yet 
it has been thought fit to preſcribe 
ſome particular Practices to all. 


At their Admiſſion, being firſi in- 


ſtructed in what belongs to the Na- 


ture

ture of this Aſſociation, they are to 
give in their names to him who di- 
rects the Congregation, and to re- 
ceive the Bleſſed Sacrament : Every 
one is adviſed at this time to prepare 
himſelf for Confeſſion and Commu— 
nion in the ſame manner as he would 
deſire to be prepared at the Hour of 
Death; It's thought convenient by 
many to make a general Confeſſion 
for this end; every one would do 
well in this to conſult his Conſeſſor, 
and follow his directions: At this 
time they muſt either read the pra- 
yers of Admiſſion, put down after- 
wards, or at leaſt offer themſelves 
in affection to Chriſt crucify'd, with 
a Reſolution of Complying with the 
Duties of the Congregation. 

They are to ſay daily thrice Our 
Father and thrice Hail Mary in Me- 
mory of the three Hours our Bleſſed 
Redeemer hung on the Croſs, for the 
ning a happy Death for them- 
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ſelves and the Relt of the Congrega- 
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tion: They are alſo to ſay daily 
Domins in manus tuas commendo Spi- 
ritum meum et Spiritum omnium ago- 
nizantium. Maria, Mater gratiæ, Ma- 
ter Miſericordiæ, tu nos ab hoſte pro- 
tege et mortis bord ſuſcipe. Lord, 
into your hands I commend my Spi- 
Tit, and I recommend all agonizeing 
Souls. Mary Mother of Grace, Mo- 
ther of Mercy, defend us from the 
Enemy, and receive us at the Hour 
of Death. 

They are to frequent the Sacra- _ 
ments every Month ; and they muſt 
endeavour to be preſent at the pub- 
lick Devotions when they are per- 
form'd in the Congregation ; Thoſe 
who are lawfully hindred ſrom Af- 


fiſting at them, muſt ſay the Prayers 


privately, or their Beads in place of 
them, if they cannot read. 

For the Gaining the Indulgence in 
theſe Communions, they mult offer 


up ſome Prayers, for the Exaltation 
of the Catholick Church, for the 


among 
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good Works, by harbouring the Poor; 
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among Chriſtian Princes. They are 
alſo on thoſe Days to ſay in the Cha-

Wounds, for thoſe of the Congre- 
non who are in tribulation, ſick, 
ying or dead. 
Theſe Rules do not oblige under 
any Sin, but thoſe who are careleſs

the Prayers of the Congregation. 
Beſides theſe Practices which are
